PROVIDING AN ALTERNATIVE... 

For the ex-prisoner finding a job is a 
difficult task, but now many, with the 
help of the Alameda County Ex- 
Offenders Skills Bank, are able to find 
work and once again pursue a normal 
life in the community. 

The program, housed in the 
Employment Development Department 
Office at 1925 Brush St., Oakland, was 
started last September by two energetic 
men who know from experience the 
problems the ex-offenders face. Con¬ 
cerned with the fact that the ex-offender 
wants to rejoin society and not be 
alienated from it, Skills Bank Director 
Lou Cushenberry and Job Coordinator 
Don Norton put out an honest, personal 
effort which has built up the most 
successful program of its kind in the 
nation. 

It’s the personal approach which 
has found jobs for over 400 ex-offenders 
since January and has brought about 
funding from the California Criminal 
Justice Planning Agency and the 
Alameda Manpower Council. The 


National Alliance of Businessmen has 
also been active in helping provide jobs. 

“Our statistics are absolutely 
amazing,”’ Norton says. “We place six 
out of 10 persons sent on interviews. All 
our employers know our men are 
ex-offenders and the man’s past and 
background.” 

The aim of the center is to cut 
down the rate of recidivism by getting in 
touch with an ex-offender within 90 days 
of his release and finding him a job for 
which he is most suited. 

In Alameda County there are an 
estimated 3,000 ex-offenders. Every 
one that returns to prison costs the 
county $18,000. With the current rate of 
recidivism at 45% the annual cost runs a 
little over $24 million. The Skills Bank is 
rapidly reducing that rate while 
reinstating the ex-offender’s faith in 
himself. 

Part of a coalition of over 30 state, 
federal and county agencies, the Skills 
Bank is becoming a snowballing success 
with borrowed personnel and office 
space. Director Cushenberry is on loan 
from the City of Oakland Manpower 
Commission, and Job Coordinator 
Norton is from the California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections, not to mention the 
four staff workers borrowed from EDD

Open Letter 
To The Gay 
Community 

May I take this opportunity to thank 
those members of the community who 
supported “Special Friends” and who 
helped to make it a box-office success? 

The gay critics royally panned the 
play and the production. They called it 
dated, witless, maudlin, cliche-ridden 
and just about every other unflattering 
adjective one could think of. They said it 
was misrepresentative of gay life in 
general and appealing, at best, to a very 
small section of the public. 


Still, “Special Friends” did excellent 
business. During the six week run there 
was scarcely an empty seat in the house. 
Extra performances were added and 
these too sold out. We closed on August 
24th only because another production 
had previously been booked into the 
theatre and we were not able to 
negotiate an extension of our own 
engagement. All actors and tech¬ 
nicians connected with “Special Friends” 
were given expense money (per 
performance) during the run and were 
paid a substantial bonus on closing night. 
The backers were repaid their entire 
investment and made close to a 75% 
profit, due to their faith in me and in the 
play. 

Alexis Alexandros has formed a 


corporation to produce a full scale 
Equity production of “Special Friends” 
in Los Angeles, has purchased my 
screenplay “Undertow” (to star Jack 
Wrangler) and has taken an option of my 
next play, “Blue Concerto.” So once 
again, let me thank those who came to 
see “Special Friends” and made their 
own decisions concerning its merit. 

My own reflection to the critical 
comments? I paid serious attention to all 
of them. “Friends” was in tryout here; 1 
have made many cuts and changes in 
the script and I will probably make more 
before we play Los Angeles. Essentially, 
these changes have been dictated by my 
own taste and judgement. I learned long 
ago that every critic and every member 
of an audience brings into the theatre his 




own background and knowledge, his 
own prejudices and biases, and he gets 
out of what he sees on the stage exactly 
what his personal experience permits 
him to get out of it. As a writer I can only 
produce works which represent my own 
vision, and — judging from the letters 
and phone calls which I’ve received, 
from the large number of people who 
made encouraging remarks to me at the 
theatre during intermissions, and — 
above all — from the excellent business 
which “Special Friends” did, perhaps 
many more people share my vision than 
the esteemed critics supposed.

Editor: 

I read the Aug. 21 lead article of 
B.A.R. last evening and spent a very 
restless, sleepless night. Much of the 
article, “54 Gay Leaders At Fresno 
Conference” attacked George Raya. As 
a person who has known George since 
he was a freshman at Sacramento State 
College, and who was his 
professor on one occasion, I hope you 
will afford me the opportunity to offer a 
rebuttal to the attacks which were made 
upon his character in the article. 

Let me begin by pointing out that I 
am not a particular fan of George Raya; 
nor do I have a personal ax to grind with 
the author of the article (who urges us 
to identify ourselves to our 
representatives with our names and 
addresses, but who identifies himself to 
the Gay community only as “r b.”) 
George and I have differed many times 
since we first met, and no doubt will 
continue to do so. However, since the 
early days of our acquaintance, when I 
considered him rather an insufferable 
elitist snob, I have watched George 
grow into a hardworking, reliable 
champion of minority rights. In less than 
two years after I met him (he was a very 
conservative freshman senator), 

George came out of the closet and 
developed into perhaps the most 
instrumental figure in working out the 
strategy which won the court case, 
making it possible for us to have Gay 
organizations on campus. Many of us, 
students and professors alike, worked

very hard on that case, but George had 
the legal contacts, personal tact and 
political knowledge which made the 
effort successful. Simultaneously, 
George went to work with his fellow 
Mexican-Americans and managed to 
turn the contempt of many for his 
sexual orientation and his earlier 
seeming lack of identity as a Latin into a 
genuine respect. Considering the sexual 
conservatism of the Sacramento 
Mexican-American community, I feel 
that this is a real tribute to his ability and 
hard work. What is more, he did all 
these things in his own home town as a 
teen-age boy. I dare say they were feats 
that few of us would have the nerve, 
tact or conviction to undertake. Again, 
there are many things about George 
that I do not like, but I think he aught to 
be given credit where it is due. 

We should remember that George 
is still a very young man, particularly 
when compared to his major detractors, 
Ray Broshears and Morris Right; and 
yet, since his college days, he has 
managed to withstand the blistering 
criticism of homosexuals and 
heterosexuals alike and lobby very 
effectively for the Willie Brown Bill and 
the Foran Bill. George’s detractors in 
Fresno pointed out that George does 
not represent any of them. To my 
knowledge, George does not claim to 
be anyone’s lobbyist. Fiowever, R.B. 
reports in his article, that George’s 
detractors claim for themselves that “At 
last we have a ‘grassroots leadership.” I 
know of no popular mandate from Gay 
people to those at the Fresno 
conference asking them to lead us. 
George’s detractors also claim 
leadership ability in helping us change 
the laws. I do not know about the other 
people who attended that meeting, but 
Ray Broshears does not strike me as 


either an able leader or as a lobbyist of 
George’s caliber. Indeed, I find the man 
a profound embarrassment. Let me give 
an example in point. In 1971, the 
California Committee for Sexual Law 
Reform hosted a fund raising dinner to 
finance the drive which has culminated 
in the successful passage of the Brown 
law. Willie was the guest of honor. 
Outside, Broshears held a protest 
against that banquet claiming to 
represent poor Gay people. He 
chastised those attending the banquet 
for supporting sex law reform instead of 
helping poor Gay people. At the time, a 
victim of campus turmoil of the late 
60’s, I was a fugative, partially blind and 
unable to afford glasses; Ray had a big 
fat belly, I was very skinny and I was 
also very angry with this self-styled 
defender of the Gay poor. I wanted 
those good people at the banquet to 
support the bill and help us out. My 
point is that instead of championing the 
needs of poor Gays and general causes 
which help all Gay people, Broshears 
often creates class strife and attacks the 
very people who are trying to do 
something positive. I personally find his 
“either/or” type mentality unnecessary, 
offensive and counter-productive. 

Finally, the loudest cry of George’s 
detractors is that he is too expensive 
and that they can do the job for less. As 
a person who never thought in his 
lifetime we would ever have the 
freedom to love we have just gained, I 
hope George has made a real killing. 
However, I sincerely doubt that such is 
the case. I suspect that he could make 
more money off the Gay community by 
opening some kind of fancy new fuck 
house or by wearing a dress and 
learning to sing like Judy Garland. He 
has the brains and talent to do either. I 
just hope he doesn’t become too

Editor: 

It is very difficult to start this letter 
because I feel very strongly towards the 
accomplishments of the Community 
Softball League, and because of the 
hundreds of really nice people that have 
met each other through the league. 
However, after playing in the League for 
three years, 1 just want to comment on 
how the teams and individual members 
have changed, unfortunately not for the 
better. 

I was present when the idea of the 
Softball League came to light. It was a 
spin-off from our Volley Ball games at 
Glen Canyon and Golden Gate Parks 
where everyone who came out played 
by the draw of lots. It didnt matter if you 
were good or bad. It was just to have a 
good time. This was also the concept of 
the original Softball League. Irene and 
Puffer worked very hard in getting the 
teams together the first year, and we 
played fast-pitch. During that year I 
played with Sutter’s Mill and our team 
alone had three people hospitalized with 


leg injuries due to base stealing. Sutter’s 
Mill won the first year Championship, 
but lost many players due to the fact that 
most players were just not in physical 
condition to play. Most had joined the 
team to have fun in a competitive spirit 
and out of loyalty to the sponsors. After 
the All-Stars played the Central Station 
Police Team at Slow-Pitch, everyone 
decided that it was a better game and 
that it would heighten the game 
defensively while reducing the possibility 
of injuries. 

The seond season, which was 
slow-pitch, proved this to be true. It also 
increased the fun had by all the teams. 
There were a few scattered incidents of 
over zealous playing by individuals, but 
overall, it was the friendliest, warmest, 
most competitive softball year to date. 

This last year is the reason I am 
writing this letter. I am not selecting one 
team or any individual to place any fault, 
but I feel this has been one of our worst 
years. We have lost our original concept 
of why the league was started. This year 


we have had individual threats to both 
players, managers and umpires. We 
have had players feel that it much more 
important to get on base or score a run 
without any concern of physical injury to 
the opponent. We are not a Class A 
Softball League. Most all the teams want 
to include players who are not Class A 
material, but people who want to have 
fun, meet others out of the bars and 
socialize after the games at the 
sponsoring bars. All this through the 
competitive game of softball. Everyone 
wants to win, but there should be good 
losers and good winners both on and off 
the field. 

This year has again been a year of 
injuries caused mostly by players not 
knowing the basic rules and over zealous 
playing to make that base. Many injuries 
occured at first base when the runner has 
run into the first baseman. The runner 
has the right-of-way, but it seems most 
runners could have avoided collision. 
Was it just to try to knock the ball out of 
someone’s hand? It’s easy to say that it 


was their own fault, but is it? 

Someone who instead of sliding 
tries to crash into a player hoping to 
knock the ball out of their hands is very 
warrented in Class A Softball, but not in 
our League. Our catchers, and other 
players, are not wearing protective 
equipment nor padding as they do in 
Class A Softball. We never expected this 
type of playing. Over 80 per cent of the 
teams do not play this way and I feel that 
if any team feel that they have to, they 
should drop out of this league and join a 
more professional league. Maybe then 
we can get back where we were and 
meet people, enjoy the game, and end 
bitterness among the few who spoil the 
game for the many. 

The ones that are spoiling our 
league are also setting examples to some 
of the new teams and players. 
Remember new teams, that most of the 
players who carried over from the 
previous season do not play that way. 
You may not notice the many because 
they just go out and play the best they 
can without fuss. They are not trying to 
be stars. They do not feel the ball game 
should be won at the expense of physical 
damage to the other players. 

I am personally hopefull that next 
season everyone will again play, and 
that we have brand new teams. 
However, I also hope we get back to the 
original ideas of everyone playing 
without fear of threats or careless 
inconsiderate actions by others. Injuries 
sustained could always become perm¬ 
anent or even fatal, which will eventually 
happen if we continue to let this type of 
thing happen. 

The only way we can really change 
this trend is by individual consciences 
and by team spirit and guidance by the 
managers and sponsors. If we don’t 
change, we are going to loose many 
players who just can’t risk injury and who 
are not in physical condition which that 
type of playing demands. Let’s go back, 
which will actually be a forward step.

Randy Harper’s death showed me 
where Mark Owens’ values lie (B.A.R. 
8-7-75); I can sympathize and relate to 
much of what he said. But let us look at 
Randy’s demise from another viewpoint. 

The response of Queensville’s gay 
community shows that people are only 
human. Lee De Shipp probably feels 
that the bowling match is the best way to 
express values of gays; Perry is a party 
man — to him, gaiety is life at a party, at 
a bar, with the Empress. Jess is running 
for mayor and could “use” the death in 
his campaign. 

In other words, we all, as 
individuals, are in a space and time 
regarding gay life and if I spend my 
Sunday afternoon mourning Roger, 
what right have I to demand Empress 
Agatha XVI join me! Let us discuss 
freedom of expression: gay or non-gay 
externalization of likes and dislikes is 
good and right as long as it doesn’t make 
another’s expression impossible. 

Is the gay community up in arms 
over Roger’s death, cruel as it was? Let 
me ask a more pertinent question: Is the 
city infuriated and angry? After all, one 
of its citizens has been taken away; the 
cliche “just because it’s gay” is very valid 
in the case of Roger. Just because he was 
gay is not an imperative for all gays to 
mourn. Complacency is prevalent on a 
community level, whatever the stratum 
of society. Many gays really don’t care 
about Roger or the next victim, alas, 
unless it’s their lover — or they, 
themselves. 

Because of a freedom of expression 
which must exist in a society l or it to be 
truly called free, I can opt to select 
whether I can mourn for Roger or attend 
the fair, or sit in a bar, or smoke a 
cigarette. What the “pillars of the gay 
community” do with their time is their 
business; what I do with mine is very 
precious to me. 

There is no “almost”, Mark, in the 
reassurance I felt in seeing a handful of 
mourners present to honor Roger’s 
memory. I heard it said (probably Roger 
would have echoed the sentiment) 
“where two or three are gathered 
together in my name, I am in their 
company.”

Milk Forum

They Passed 
A Resolution 

Much has already been said about 
our police ‘’strike.” The local press — 
the national press — almost everyone in 
the city has had their say. The courts 
will soon have their say. While the 
Mayor and our current Board of 
Supervisors were arguing dollars and 
cents about how to reach some 
agreement with the striking police, I was 
represented in Federal District Court in 
an action that was bringing suit against 
the mayor for violation of my civil rights. 

Attorney John Wahl based the 
suit on the Federal Civil Rights Act of 
1871. Under that law the mayor of a 
city must use every resource he has to 
protect the civil rights of the citizens. I 
was not, in that suit, concerned about 
the right of the police to strike, what I 
was concerned about was the protection 


denied citizens. (Events were to show 
that during the period the police were 
out on strike, in the Castro area alone, 
five stores were broken into and quite a 
few people were seriously assaulted.) 
Under that 1871 law the mayor could 
have called upon the San Francsico 
police reserve to direct traffic and act as 
a show of force; he could have 
deputized the Sheriff’s department; he 
could have called upon the mutual-aid 
pact for with the nearby cities; he could 
have called for the highway patrol; and, 
as a last resort, he could have called for 
the national guard. By doing nothing he 
was in violation of that law. Thus, while 
the supervisors were grandstanding for 
the media over the wage aspect of the 
strike they were doing nothing about 
giving protection to the citizens they are 
supposed to represent. The current 
Board, once again showed that they 
care little about the individuals of this 
city. They are interested in doing only 
what seems politically best to do. 
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Finally, they got around to calling 
for a state of emergency. After crime 
started to get out of hand they decided 
that they had to do something. So they 
passed a resolution! They passed a 
resolution when action was required. A 
resolution that did nothing. Days later, 
the mayor vetoed their resolution. The 
supervisors took no action beyond that 
except for some great rhetoric. Rhetoric 
is great in media. It did not stop one 
crime from being committed. If they 
were going to show some leadership 
why did they not force the issue in the 
courts? 

On to the strike. In the course of 
the suit, John Wahl came up with an 
interesting state law in his researching. 
He found a statue that said that on the 
state level, there can not be an 
emergency due to conditions arising out 
of a labor dispute. If that law applies to 
the cities as well, then the mayor and the 
supervisors both were in error in calling 
for an emergency. In fact, it would null 
and void the action the mayor took in 
settling the strike. It would make his 
settlement illegal, freeze the funds so 
that the police could not get the raise and 
bring us back to “go.” We passed this 
information on to the Chamber of 
Commerce which is suing the mayor 
on the settlement aspect so that they 
could include this in their suit, if they so 
desired. (This is the first time I can 
remember agreeing with the Downtown 
Chamber of Commerce on any major 
issue). The end result is that the mayor’s 
action is challenged and the police 
walk out again, my suit is sitting there in 
reserve. This time, based upon the 
statistics of crime compiled during the 
strike, we feel that the Federal District 
Judge will have to rule in our favor. The 
mayor would be held in contempt of 
court if he did not ober the court order. 

The point of relating this legal maze: 
while we may complain about what is 
wrong with the “system,” we as 
individuals can still have an important 
effect on the course of government. If I, 
as a private citizen, can bring suit against 
the mayor; if others can follow, then the 
“system” is not too bad after all. The sad 
thing about our government is that 
conditions arise where private citizens 
have to take such action. The sad thing is 
that the mayor, for whatever reason he 
may have, let things get into that state of 
affairs. The sad thing is that the present 
Supervisors allowed the entire situation 
to happen. 

There are a lot of reasons why. 
Starting from the point that some 
supervisors never thought that the strike 
would take place, and if it did, only a 
small percentage of police would walk 
out. With that attitude, no wonder they 
did not know what to do once the strike 
happened. The other and more serious 
aspect is a complete lack of long-range 
planning by the supervisors. They look 
only as far as the next vote that they have 
to cast and what is the “politically” best 
way to cast that vote at that particular 
time. One year ago the supervisors put 
on the ballot Prop. M (higher pensions 
for the police and firemen). Now they 
want to change that plan. It shows that 
they never cared about the fiscal aspect 
of Prop. M at all — only the political 
gains it would give them at that time. 
With that kind of attitude, no wonder our 
local government is in the mess it is in. 
The current mess didn’t “just happen.” 
The buck has to stop somewhere. The 
past 4 - 8 years under the current 
Supervisors put us into the current mess. 

On the strike itself. If the police 
want the right to strike then maybe they 
should start at the minimum wage and 
take it from there. Everyone of them 


knew they did not have the right to strike 
when they took their oath. They broke 
the law and their personel oath. Every 
policeman who was on strike should be 
fired and send them home to Novato or 
wherever they live. We should replace 
them with people from San Francsico. It 
would not be hard to find a lot of gays 
and other minorities to replace the 
lawless police who walked off of their 
good jobs and dropped their 
responsibilities.

The Day After The 
Center Closed 


It was dusk in Queensville, and a 
light wind whipped up and down the 
narrow streets and alleyways of that 
desolate section of town simply known 
as The Skids. A haven of the poor, some 
of whom had lost themselves in the 
gentle, warm oblivion made available by 
liquor or drugs, and some of whom had 
succumbed to the ready supply of 
physical and sensual pleasures afforded 
by the many bars, baths, bookstores and 
even the streets themselves. 

But in this great refuge for the 
lower income-classes, there were in 
those in whom the fire had never died; 
indeed, it grew brighter and brighter until 
it was a raging flame. These were the 
fighters, the belivers, the crusaders. But 
sometimes, even they were dragged 
down as well.

David Anygay found himself 
standing in front of an empty storefront. 
Its front had been repainted in a fresh yet 
somber shade of brown only weeks ago, 
and looked as open and inviting as it did 
when it was a thriving focal point for 
what was then the Gay Liberation 
movement. But those days wern’t these 
days. The place was empty and there 
was a padlock on the door, and the 
exciting, almost magical feeling of 
positive energy that once resided here 
would never be found here again. 

This then was the Open Hand Gay 
Self-Help Center. David pondered over 
the name so aptly descriptive: a social 


service center, willing to extend an open 
hand to help those who were willing to 
help themselves. It was so like the man 
who ran the center, the Rev. Fassius 
Hunter, whom David had met . . .God, 
that was over a year ago! He had just 
come to Queensville nearly broke, and 
Rev. Hunter had got him a week’s rent 
free at a nearby hotel, sent to a good job 
counselor and even gave him a few 
dollars out of his own pocket for food. 
And Rev. Hunter didn’t do it for the 
glory, or to get him in bed, but simply 
because he wanted to see David Anygay 
make it in the big city. 

How many others, David won¬ 
dered, had been given such a start at this 
very same center? How many others had 
come here penniless, perhaps having to 
hustle for food and rent, and having 
found no sympathy from other so-called 
“social centers?” David’s ears still burn 
when he recalls the job counselor at the 
nearby headquarters of the Proponents 
of Individuial Growth who told him that 
all he was good for was posing for porno 
magazines. 

But worse, David realized, was how 
many others are there to come, who 
“won’t” have that start?

David Anygay now turns and goes 
home, and once home, he cries. He 
cries for those yet to come to Queensville 
who will reach out and find no one to 
guide them; he cries for those who will 
have to hustle for food and rent, and will 
never be offered the alternative that he 
was offered; he cries for those who hated 
Rev. Hunter and the work he did here, 
simply because he was a little more 
involved with mankind than they were, 


simply because he didn’t consider thel 
bars and baths and royalty and token J 
acceptance by the straight world to be| 
true liberation . . . simply because they 
didn’t give a damn, and he did. 

But most of all, he cries for those: 
who will inevitably come to the Skids, 
who will lose themselves in the gentle, 
warm oblivion of liquor or drugs, or who 
will succomb to physical and sensual 
pleasures. Their faces will flicker, wane 
and soon die. 

He cries for all the Rev. Hunters that 
might have been and the crusaders that 
will never be.

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FORGOTTEN FORTUNES 

“Hey, look, Myrtle! Your Uncle 
Willie is listed here in the newspaper as 
an escheated property owner. What the 
heck is that?” 

“Dumbell! That’s something that 
some body owns, but doesn’t pick up, so 
the State of California takes it. Though 
how they expect Uncle Willie to pick up 
anything, I don’t know — with him dead 
these past eight years.” 

Uncle Willie, it turned out, had 
opened a savings account years ago. No 
one knew about it after he died. With 
interest , it came to $210. His heirs are 
entitled to it. But what if the money had 
already escheated or been taken over by 
the state? 

There’e been some recent changes 
in the law, setting up a kind of two step 
operation. There are million of dollars in 
unclaimed property each year. This fund 
is made up of dormant bank accounts, 
travelers checks and securities. A holder 
— such as a bank — does’t know where 
its depositor is any more. So it turns the 
deposit over to the State Controller. The 
Controller, by the new law, becomes 
custodian. This gives the owner — or his 
heirs — time to claim it, and is better 
protection of his ownership rights. At the 
end of a set time, it ‘escheats” — or 
reverts & and the state, technically at 
least, becomes the owner. 

Other kinds of property may 
escheat to the state after only seven 
years: certified checks, money orders, 
safe deposit box contents, life insurance, 
dividends, property held by a govern¬ 
mental agnecy, employee benefits, 
unclaimed wages and property held in 
trust. 

Companies that hold escheated 
property must file a report with the 
Controller, he has power to examine 
records to see if any company failed to 
report. 

The State tries to notify all owners of 
unclaimed property. It does this by mail 
and by publication of lists of owners in 
local papers. 

The Controller may reject property 
if he decided it would not be in the state’s 
interest for him to take custody. He may 
also destroy or dispose of property of no 
apparent commercial value. 

When property escheats, does that 
mean it is lost forever? Not at all. The 
owner may still file with the Controller. 
The Controller then must consder the 
claim. He may hold a hearing. If he 
allows the claim he may deduct a service 
charge for holding the property. 
Suppose he denies the claim? Then the 
person may file suit in superior court, 
where the case is tried without a jury. 
[Note: California lawyers offer this 
column so you may know about our 
laws.]

A Law in Action column on the 
subject of “A Doctor’s Duty to Warn” 
(B.A.R. Vol 5, No. 17). The column 
dealt with the privilege of confidentiality 
between patient and psychotherapist, 
and stated, “If the doctor thinks the 
patient might kill, he must warn the 
intended victim at once.” This is not 
factually correct since the statement was 
based on a case that was subsequently 
reheard by the California State Supreme 
Court. The Supreme Court’s action has 
rendered an earlier decison in the case 
ineffective and a determination of what 
the law is in such a case will not be known 
until the Supreme Court hands down 
its decision.

Second Body Found In Folsom Area 
Within Six Weeks 


The body of David Real, who lived at the Tenderloin hotel called the Crane 
on Powell, and who works at the Sir Francis Drake as a bellman, was found in 
the early morning hours at Folsom and Dore Streets. 

David Real, about 34 years of age, was last seen at the Boot Camp by 
persons who know him. He had left the Crane that evening to go to the Jockey 
Shorts Contest at the Boot Camp. 

Homocide Inspector Art Podesta stated to B.A.R. that the bartender, Dick 
Cook, could not give a positive identification of Real, because “the bar was too 
dark.” Podesta, as B.A.R. went to press, was looking for the “floorman” of the 
Boot Camp to give any possible sightings of Real at the bar. 

Inspector Podesta told B.A.R. that “all clues in all the killings seem to lead 
right to the door of the Folsom Barracks,” But “it is impossible right now for us to 
get anything more on the Barracks, as they have this warning system and they 
tell everyone on the microphone that the police are here.” Podesta told B.A.R. 
that the Folsom Barracks permits had been opposed by the SFPD, but they were 
overuled by the Board of Permit Appeals, but that with all the heavy charges 
being made against the Barracks, it was a matter of time before someone comes 
forth with evidence regarding “violence” in the place. Podesta told B.A.R. to tell 
the readers that if anyone has been injured at the Barracks or anything of that 
nature, to please contact Inspector Dave Toschi of Homocide as he (Podesta) 
will be gone for a month and Toschi and Armstrong will be into these south of 
Market slayings. 

There is still a $3,000 Redward for Information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the killers of Dennis Dickinson, David Real and an 18 

year old Latino. Call 553-1145 if you have any information which would lead to 
the arrest of anyone connected with the murders. This could save your life!!!
